St»r« Are Both 


Onllcd Into U»c. 


Tho longest distance over encom- 


passed.by the'tmman -visitm, so far as 
the records go, is 383 miles, 'between 
the TJncompa-hgre Peak, in CoJoraxio, 
an-d Mount ElleJi, in Utah. This feat 
was accomplished by the surveyors o£ 
the United States Coast axid- Geodetic 
Survey, -who

surement of the earth. The observers 
OB the.

friends of Greece -were a>t a loss to ex- 
plain how or why the forces, of that 
country were so suddenly withdrawn 
irom the frontier, leaving- the country 
open to the Turks. "1 am well aware," 


. Inn .highness answered, "that- ou? de- 
cision has been very adversely criti- 
cized in Greece, .'and elsewhere, still 
an chief of the army I moan to take 
tho full responsibility for all that hns 
been done. You have seen the way 
•our troops fought- in the last, few cb\vs 
of the campaign.-. I was in the from, 
as was my diity. and I may say, the 
idea never crossed my mind, that a re- 
•treat was necessary. They now re- 
proach rue for having given orders to 
leave our positions. You are at lib- 
erty to declare that no -such order was 
ever penned by me. 1 know our sol- 
diers too well and was always in favor 
of going ahead. I still bold the sume 
opinion thai we. could stand 
ou>.- 


ground. The truth is nil orders to the 
commanders 
of 
forces might be 


summed up in two words, 'push for- 
ward.' " 


"However, those in command, upon 


their own responsibility, und for rea- 
sons 1 cannot discuss ordered a retreat 
from Mati and Derelia. 
When once 


confronted with the facts 'that a re- 
treat had been ordered and was actu- 
ally proceeding, I took upon me to 
leave Larissa and bring- back the army 
to Phm-sala, where we s-hould occupy 
practically (in impregnable position. 
Yos, I take, the full responsibility of 
t-he order. I urn absolutely convinced 
that,tho retreating army could not be 
truKWd to re-form in the open plain 
in which Larissa is situated. They 
blame me :ibw because it has bet-n 
learned that the. Turkish army waited 
two days before venturing to occupy 
the town, but 
how is a general 'to 


reckon on tho slowness ot his adver- 
saries' movements'? Who could imag- 
ine that Ed hem would, thus waste 
time a'nd was it not more natural to 
i-xppct the 
TurKish cav.-i.ry would 


surround thp town, in a few hours, 
thus calling off the retreat and oblij,'- 
irij* our army to surrender? My duty 
as chiei o£ the army was to secure the 
snfety o£ 'tho country and guard it 
apuins-t a surprise. 
When the time 


lias passed over -ihcse e-veti'ts and peo- 
ple can jndjre coolly, I still believe my 
action will be considered tho wisest 
that could have been taken tinder the 
circumstances. Certainly my heart 
broke when I realiwd that 1 must 


abandon Larissa to its fate." 
"But now that events have driven 


you to bring back your army, may I 
ask whether you expect the war to 
continue?" 


"You have seen," his highness an- 


swered, "how our soldiers have been 
fightinp at Velestmo. 
You were on 


flic battlefield and 
could 
judge for 


yourself of the bravery and pluck of 
Smolensk!. Tho Turks 
have been 


driven back toward Larissa and ask 
me now if we shall limit our action to 
defending oxir positions. I personally 
rcma.in 
convinced 
that i'i would be 


preferable to take the offensive. We 
•want to give the army time to settle 
down again so their condition will be 
as good ns it was at the opening of 
the campaign. Before taking tmy fur- 
ther steps the staff must be convinced 
that the army has completely regained 
its former confidence and that the 
government can keep it supplied with 
everything necessary." 


"We are working hurd to get every-

STAVE SILOS. 


Build Them Strong and Bmtproof-^-Ont- 


nlde Jacket And Inside Lining. 


A Wisconsin correspondent, writing 


to Praline Farmer,, tells how ho would 
build a stave silo. He writes: I should 
make a bottom of broken stone, gravel 
and cement, so as to make it ratproof. 
I would bnild a foundation wall on 
which tho bottom of the staves would 
rest to keep them from tha ground. 
When the silo was finished, I would ce- 
ment arouud tho bottom of tho staves so 
as to rcuke tho silo airtight. The staves 
would bo 2 by 4 studding, dressed .with 
a bevel to fit tbo oircle. These- staves 
would be doweled together with tough 
fivo-oiRnths inch dowel. pins, one in 
about every four or five feet. The hoops 
would be in, two parts, with lugs for 
tightening thorn on each sido. When 
Kjado this way, it would stand etift and 
strong and would not rock in tho wind, 
even if it did got dry and tho joints 
open. But tho hoops could bo drawn up 
so that it would not be open much. Tho 
hoopa should ba not ranch more than 
two feet apart near tho bottom, but 
conld bo four fceti apart noar the top. 
Openings should bo cnt through at con- 
venient intervals through which to toko 
out the ensilage. A circular roof can 
bo pnt on by letting tha foot-of tho raft- 
ers rest on tho tops of tho staves. A dor- 
mer window should fce made- through 
which thn ensilage is convoyed whoa 
filling the eilo. 


I have briefly outlined how a stave 


silo can be ruado that will do good serv- 
ice unless it is in a cold climate, where 
the ensilage would freezo badly. To 
prevent this there are two ways. One 
is to have an ontsido jacket, and tho oth- 
er is to have an inside lining. I prefer 
the latter. I would nail on horizontal 
strips aronnd tbo inside of tho ailo onco 
in two feet. These strips must be thin 
enough 80 they will bend to tho walls, 
and I would put on thickness enough to 
make tliom two,inches thick. Then I 
wonld put on, matched flooring one- inch, 
thick and four inches wide for tho in- 
side lining. This -would make a two 
inch air space between two tight walls, 
•which would effectually keep out tho 
frost 


If tbo silo was built inside tho barn, 


there would be no need of double walls. 
When bnilt tho way I Imvo described, 
there would not be much swelling of 
tho staves, as tho ensilage wonld not 
touch them. In timo the lining might 
rot, but that- could bo renewed without 
a very heavy expense. A good coat of 
coal tur, applied hot or thinned with 
gasoline, would help to' preserve, it. 
A round silo 36 foot in diameter and 20 
feet deep, if packed solid full, will hold 
enough for 20 head for 200 days and 
give each a cubic foot a day, which 
would average from 35 to 40 pounds, 
and that ia about as much us is advisa- 
ble to feed, 


Xruuplanttag Onion*. 


Experiments wore conducted on the 


value of transplanting onions for smut 
prevention at tho Connecticut station, 
and although tho general results arc 
horticultural rather than mycological, 
W. C. Stnrgia' summary shows: 


(1) This method insures a clean crop 


even npon smutty land. 
(3) Trans- 


planted onions are less liable to the at- 
tacks of cutworme than onions sown in 
tho field. (3) Tho crop matures earlier 
by three or four weeks. (4) Tho crop is 
larger by an average of 50 per cent or 
more with native varieties, and the 
average increase with largo foreign va- 
rieties may exceed 100 per cent. (5) 
Tho individual bulbs are larger and 
mature more evenly. (6) The increase 
in the size and quality of the crop, tho 
earlier ripening and the lessened ex- 
pense incident to the care of tha plants 
after transplanting, offset in a measnro 
tho coat and labor of raising and trans- 
planting the seedlings. (?) Thismethod 
may be applied with certain profit wher- 
ever it has been, tho custom to grow on- 
ions from sets upon smutty land, or in 
Bmall quantities for homo- uuo or small 
sales. 


Manurlal Value of Foedstafnu 


Tho mannrial value of concentrated 


feeding stuffs is quite • high, according 
to im estimate presented by Amerionn 
Agriculturist, as follows: Tho amount 
of nitrogen, potash and phosphoric acid 
in ono ton of ordinary plutou feed 
would cost over $11 in tho form of com- 
mercial fertilizers, gluton meal $1G, 
malt sprouts $13, dried brewers' grains 
$12, wet ditto $S, wheat bran $12, rye 
bran $10, wheat midldiugs $n. iiO. wheat 
shorts $7.00, buckwheat n:iu-..:j^.; C3, 
cottonseed meal $24, cottonseed hulls 
$3.25, linseed- maal $19 to $20, whilo. 
corn, oat and barley meal or various 
combinations of 'these grains flgnro from 
$5 to $6.50 par-ton in manorial value 
and pea meal nearly $11. If all tbo sol- 
id and liquid excrement from stock fed 
with thcso articles is carefully saved, it 
is generally estimated that three-fourths 
of their mannrial value is got back in 
the manure. 


VftriotloB of Potatoes. 


There are hundreds of varieties of po- 


tatoes, and many of them are not very 
valuable. The host varieties arc those 
that aro adapted to most soils. Tho 
Early Ohio is not productive in Ohio 
and scabs badly. The Early Thorough- 
bred is moro productive and is not so 
subject to blight, bnt is subject to scab 
and is not smooth, at least for mo. Tbo 
Early Harvest seems a desirable oarly 
variety. The Oarman No. S ia u fine po- 
tato in appearance and quite productive. 
Bural Now Yorker No. 2, Banner, Peer- 
less, Jr., and Carman aro much alike 
in appearance, Tha Sir William does 
•well with mo. It is prodnotivo, of fine 
appearance and good qnality. For a 
main crop it aeenis tp'-he as desirable as • 
any variety tried. —Cor. National Stock- 
mail.

THE FUEL VALUE OF. CORN. 


rv Tents Mad* With Corn Hud 


Coal Kt ttw NebTMka Station. 


The past season much corn and other 


grain have'been used as fuel in the north- 
west, section, where wood' and coai aro 
costly items. Until-recently it was only 
tho farmer who had made a study of 
fnisl economy by burning his corn, bnt 
now comes a bulletin from the Nebras- 
ka' station at Lincoln giving tho result 
of a teat rnude by T. L. Lyon, agricul- 
turist, and C. R. Richards, professor of 
practical mechanics. Whether it would 
paj' to raiso corn for fuel was not tho 
question, but to answer those living i.n 
tho region of cheap corn as to the most 
profitable vtso of corn after it is upon 
tho market. 


Tho test at tha station was made of 


tho last crop, a good grado of yellow 
dent corn on the ear and not thorough- 
ly dry. This was burned uudor the boil- 
er supplying power for tho department 
of practical mechanics, and the amount 
of wa-tor evaporated by the burning of 
a known quantity of corn was noted. 
The tost lasted 0^ hours, aud 5,202 
pounds of corn and cob wero consumed. 
The next day tho same boiler was heat- 
ed with acrooiied nut con!, for 5 honrs, 
burning 1,888 pounds of coal, and tho 
amount of water evaporated was re- 
corded. 


Tho data thus obtained show that 


otie pound of coal evaporated 1.9 times 
as much water as ono pound of corn. In 
Other wordc, 1.9 times as much heat 
was liberated in burning ono pound of 
coal as in buruing 0110 pound of corn. 
Several calorimeter Hosts were- made 
which agreed very closely with these 
results. 


The coal used at Lincoln, is S0.65 per 


ten. With coal selling at this prioo aud 
worth 1.9 times as mnch for fnel as an 
equal weight of com, tho fuel valuo of 
tho latter would be $3.50 per ton, or 
12.25 cents per bushel.

coal is worth per ton when its heating 
power is the same as that used in tbo 
experiment and when corn is telling at 
a certain price per bushel:

It will thus be seen that if this qual- 


ity of ooal were selling at leas than 
$6.50 and corn were bringing 12 cents 
it would not pay to burn corn, while 
coal most soil as low as SB. 41 por ton 
to bo us cheap fuel UH corn at 10 cents 
per bushel. 


A very complete and thorough inves- 


tigation of tbis subject is being con- 
ducted at tho university, but it was 
thought desirable to publish tho results 
already obtained, although they were 
based upon tho performance of bnt ono 
quality of coal. 


Treatment of Alkali Landn. 


' 'A surface dressing of gypsum (land 


plaster or snipb.ii.te of lima) will enable 
tender plants to make a stare in alka- 
line soils. When tho crop is largo 
enough to shade the ground, evapora- 
tion and rise of alkali is retarded, and 
the crop may bo safely mntured. In tho 
case of fruit trees, as with annual 
plants, injury usually results from tha 
corrosive action of tho alkali just at the 
surface of the gornnd. Tho soil, how- 
over, and its' bottom waters .may be so 
salty as W injure tho iree through its 
roots.'" Thus writes Hobert H. Forbes 
from tho Arizona station to Tho Orange 
Judd Farmer. .Following are addition- 
al extracts: 


1 Gypsum improves the tilth of alka- 


line soils by acting upon and changing 
the sodium carbonate vo which tha 
Inmpy character of these soils is largely 
doc. The use of water that contains 
gypsum for irrigation ought, therefore, 
to result in a gradual disappearance of 
black alkali wherever it. is applied. The 
use of wood ashes on land alieady af- 
flicted with alkali is not advisable. 


The peculiar behavior of alkali i« 


largely a result of its solubility in wa- 
ter. To this cause- the well known ''rise 
of tho alkali" is dne. When tho ground 
hns been wet by rain or irrigation, tha 
water evaporates at tho surface, leaving 
tbo soluble salts behind at this point 
By reason of capillary attraction mors 
water rises to take the place of that 
which hns disappeared, bringing with 
it more alkali in solution, until finally 
a'crust of salts is formed at the surface 
of the soil. It is this concentration of 
injurious salts iuto a strongly corrosive- 
layer which causes tho greatest destruc- 
tion. 
Other bad effects of black nllraii 


aro: Clay hardpau, which results from 
tho union of tho black aUcali with fine- 
ly divided clay, at various depths below 
tbo surface; tho loss of humus, which :s 
carried away iu solution with tho ;iid 
of • sodium carbonate; tho injury to the 
tilth of adobe- soils, which assume a 
lumpy and unoultivablo condition ia 
the presence of blnck alkali.
